1. MEXICAN BREAK IN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH "THE PRESENT 
GOVT OF THE REPUBLIC OF CHILE" (REFTEL) GIVEN TOP HEADLINE 
COVERAGE IN SANTIAGO PRESS NOV 27, WITH ARTICLES CONCENTRATING 
ON TEXT OF MEXICAN FOREIGN MINISTRY STATEMENT. NO TIME YET 
FOR EDITORIAL REACTION. BUT WE ANTICIPATE IT WILL BE HEAVY 

AND VITUPERATIVE. SEVERAL ARTICLES RECOUNT UPS AND DOWNS OF 
CHILE/MEXICO RELATIONS SINCE SEPT 11, 1973 COUP. 

2. PRESS ARTICLES CITE PRESENCE IN MEXICO CITY OF MINECON 
FERNANDO LENIZ WHO IS ATTENDING INTERAMERICAN MEETING ON 
INDUSTRIALIZATION. 

3. FONMINISTER ADM. CARVAJAL REFUSED TO COMMENT, STATING 
THAT OFFICIAL GOC DECLARATION WILL BE FORTHCOMING POSSIBLY 
TODAY. NEVERTHELESS, PRESS QUOTES UNIDENIFIED "HIGH 
GOVERNMENT SOURCE" AS SAYING MEXICAN DECISION IS "LAMENTABLE" 
AND "IS PRESUMABLY BASED UPON INTERNAL POLITICAL REASONS AND 
DOES NOT REFLECT THE FEELINGS OF AFFECTION WHICH HAVE ALWAYS 
UNITED THE PEOPLES OF CHILE AND MEXICO." 
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4. COMMENT. MEXICAN MOVE OBVIOUSLY CAUGHT GOC BY SURPRISE. 

GIVEN BACKGROUND OF WHAT GOC CONSIDERS WAS MEXICAN DOUBLE- 
CROSS STEMMING FROM RABASA VISIT IN MAY, COUPLED WITH ANTI- 
JUNTA REMARKS ATTRIBUTED TO PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA, WE EXPECT 
VIOLENT OUTBURST OF ANTI-GOM RHETORIC. LIKE EMBASSY MEXICO 
(REFTEL), WE HAVE NO PRECISE KNOWLEDGE OF WHAT PRECIPITATED 
MEXICAN ACTION. SOME EARLY RADIO REPORTS SPECULATED THAT 
ACTION IS SOMEHOW RELATED TO DETENTION OF LAURA ALLENDE FOR 
WHOM GOM HAS OFFICIALLY OFFERED POLITICAL ASYLUM. 
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
